»-MOTHERS’ ALLOWANCES 

A statement would be welcomed by the 
public at the present time as to the inten- 
tions of the Provincial Government in re- 
gard to mothers’ allowances. The Attor- 
ney General stated in the legislature that 
these allowances had not been cut, but that 
it had not been decided they would not be 
cut. But from the department of the At- 
torney General as early as the first of 
March notices were sent to women in re- 
ceipt of, these allowances that the amounts 
paid to them would be reduced ten per 
cent. 

Premier Brow the gi 
stated that there may at times be a differ- 
ence between the amount paid as an al- 
lowance and the amount paid as direct re- 
lief to a family in needy circumstances, 
and referred to the fact that the Dominion 
contributes to relief payments, but not to 
mothers’ allowances. This seems to sug- 
gest some effort to bring relief payments 
and allowances into line, with perhaps a 
possibility that Dominion assistance might 
be got—under the heading of relief—to 
supplement mothers’ allowances if and 
where these fall below the level of direct 
relief grants. 

All this leaves the public wondering, 
and the women who have received the re- 
duction notices worrying. Mothers’ allow- 
ances were pitifully small when times were 
good and the cost of living higher. They 
are quite insufficient now, when 
some items in the cost of living have fal- 
len. A plain statement of the situation is 
obviously necessary. Assurance that the 
women will get, as allowances or as direct 
relief, as much as they have been getting 
would meet with general approval. 
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PERMANENT “RELIEF” 

The “back to the land” remedy for un- 
employment is gaining in popularity in 
Canada. The Winnipeg city council last 
week approved a scheme to spend relief 
money to place a number of idle men back 
on farms. The Government of Nova Seo- 
tia has introduced legislation for putting 
unemployed coal miners on abandoned 
farms in that province. The Government 
of Quebec is assisting city men to locate 
themselves on claims in the new coloniza- 
tion districts. Hon. W. A. Gordon, minis- 

juring the 
last 18 months 44,000 people have been 
shifted from towns to farms through the 
joint action of his department and the rail- 
ways. These include more than 6,000 fa- 
milies and more than 12,000 single men. 

How about helping some of Alberta's 
unemployed townsfolk back onto farms 
from which most of them came? Land 
values are down, here as elsewhere, and 
farms can be bought at low prices and on 
easy terms. That means little or nothing 
to the man who is absolutely “broke”. But 
to the one who has a house and lot in town 
that could be exchanged for a farm, a lit- 
tle help from the relief fund would open 
the way to self-dependence and future se- 
curity. Since the municipality, the pro- 
vince and the Dominion must take care of 
him and his family if he cannot find work 
in town, it would be better to spend the 


money placing him “on his feet” on a 
farm than to fritter it away retaining 
him in idleness and helplessness 

A city or town could not of course as- 


sume responsibility for such settlers once 
they had passed beyond the corporation 
limits and located on farms. Neither could 


the province be expected to guarantee 
their future success 3ut both the town 
and the province, and the Dominion as 
well, would be justified using relief 


money to assist unemployed townspeople 
in getting on farms where reasonable 
amount of assistance would m that pos- 
sible. :

The cost of all types of government 
has moved up in recent years. There 
is not @ province in the Dominion 
where the cost has not steadily in- 
creased since 1922. During the past 
two years there has been added t 
the burden of taxation the cost of 
providing a living by way of the supp’) 
of food and clothing to many thous- 
ands of people throughout the Do- 
minion because of unemployment. So 
long as the public demand such type:

| Old age pensions, workmen's compen- 


sation, ete, the possibility of relicf 
from taxation seems remote 

With the population increasing it 
follows that the expenditures for edu- 
cation and for proving public high- 
Ways must increase. In Alberta alone 
education has meant an increase < 
the expenditure in 1916 of $1,094.122 
tS $3,043,713 last year 

Speaking of the powers of govern- 
ments to levy and collect revenue, Mr 
English pointed out that the taxin- 
powers of the Dominion appear t 
unlimited, whereas those of the pri 
vince are con to d'rect taxation 
The powers of municipalities cannot 
exceed those of the province, therefor 
they can only derive such of the por- 
ers of the provinces as may be grant- 
ed them by acts of the various legis- 
latures. Nor are the Dominion au- 
thoritics debarred from imposing di 
tect legislation. That is why the Do- 
minion government imposes an 
come tax andthe provinces have hes! 
tated to superimpose such a tax. Mr 
English added, however, that he felt 
reasonably sure that in order to meet 
the abnormal expenditure caused b 
unemployment some income tax wil! 
have to be contributed to the province 
of Alberta this year. At the presen* 
time the provincia] revenue 
plementary revenue is obta! 
imposition of a tax on land valu 
only. thus impoverishing and deprec'- 
at’ng the value of land 

Mr. English advised the expand'n 
of the field of taxation and the mak- 
ing of taxation more equitable. Th 
subsidies and subventions granted by 
the Dominion are based on the con- 
federation pact. the basis having be< 
mainly obtained by the Fathers of 
Confederation estimating the revenu 
vable from the provinces and ap- 
r ng @ peresntage that should be re- 
turned. While the revenues derivable 
from excise and customs returns hav: 
increased greatly since Confederatior 
the amount repayable by way of subs'- 
dies and subventions has practically 
remained the same. In the year 1905 
the total Dominion subsidy amounted 
to some $515,000, while out total ex- 
penditure on income account wes 
$150 000. representing a pcrcentage in 
our favor of 343.41. In 1921 the Doe- 
minion subsidy was $1,621,000, while 
our total expenditure on income ac- 
count had increased to some ten and 
one-half millions, so that we received 
only 15.28 per cent of the amount ex- 
pended. The percentage return has 
Steadily decreased since then. 

The only possibi'ity of our receiving 
more me from the Deminion Gov- 
ernment is that we increase our popul- 
ation. On a basts of population our 
census is tak every fifth year and 
approximate estimates made st equa! 
intervals of two and one-half years 
he grant being 80 cents per head. 
There are two remedies which the 
Dominion can adopt to bring about « 
proper solution of the problem of tax- 
ation, the speaker averred. The first 
is to adjust the subsidies of the prov 
inees on the basis intended by tt 
Pathers of Confederation; the second 
to give them the whole {cild of in- 
come tax and not drive them © the 
position where they have to duplicate
